Will you allow me briefly to five some ac- 


co«nt of the efforts which hav« been made dur- 
ing tbe last tew yean to cheaply produce tinea 
from nnrotted flu. 
In 1845, I made a discorery and invented 


tome machinery by which I cesjsJdered it de- 
monstrable, that linen might be produced for 
about the cost of cotton good*. A visit to Eng- 
land that year coufimed these views. It waa 
plain that a great portion of the expense of pro- 
ducing linens there could be saved, not only by 
the use of our cheaper raw material, but by 
new machinery, which, white it woald be much 
cheaper, performs a groat deal more work.— 
These, by the advantages to be derived from 
certain improvements tn the model of manu- 
facture, it was plain would accomplish the de- 
sired object. 


But means were for a long time wanting for 


a full development of the matter. Aid was ob- 
tained in 1847, for the construction uf an estab- 
lishment in Kentucky for making cordage from 
unrotted hemp, and which is now in successful 
operation; but with this exception very little 
was done toward* the development of my inven- 
tions on n. large scale, until ah/>ut three years 
ago, when a company was formed in this State, 
with the view (if giving the matter a thorough 
practical test. The efforts were crowned with 
triumphant success. 
I have determined tn 


bring the inventions immedially before the pub- 
lic without iurthor delay. 


Attempts to work unrotted hemp and flax, 


both in this country and in Europe, have been 
heretofore made at various time*, but with uni 
formly ill success. The variou* difficulties in 
the way of the accomplishment of this object 
which have heretofore been considered insur- 
mountable, have been entirely overcome, anc 
the following results are attained. 


1. Machinery has been devised for breaking 


out unrotted flax or hemp efficiently and cheap- 
ly, which until now lian been considered unat- 
tainable. One machine breaks out, daily, with 
out waste or injury to the fibre, two tons of un- 
rotteJ flax straw—flax merely stripped of the 
seed. 


a. The cost of the flax thus produced is so 


umall, that rope, twine, or coarse bagging can 
lie made from it for less than half what those ar- 
ticles now cost, made in the usual way from 
rotted hemp, while they are superior in quality 


3. By a process of kyanizing rope yarn, twine 


or bagging, inada from unrotted flax or heinp 
can bo rendered more durable and stronger, 
at a very small expense.
